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Lazote Sues Ammonia Corp. 


Charges Process Used at Niagara Falls Infringes Three Patents on 
Claude Process—Asks for Injunction and Damages. . 


(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Buffalo, N. Y., December 31— 
Lazote, Inc., of Wilmington, Dela- 
ware manufacturing synthetic am- 
monia at Belle, W. Va., by the 
Claude process, has brought suit 
in the Federal Court at Buffalo 
against Niagara Ammonia Co., and 
Ammonia Corporation, for infringe- 
ment of three patents owned by 
Lazote, Inc. 


Ammonia Corporation owns the 
American rights to the Casale pro- 
cess for making ammonia synthe- 
tically and Niagara Ammonia Co., 
a subsidiary of Ammonia Corpora- 
tion, is operating a Casale ammonia 
process plant at Niagara Falls, N. 
Y. According to the bill of com- 
plaint filed by Lazote, Inc., the 
process and apparatus used in this 
plant infringe three patents cover- 
ing features of the process invented 
by Claude for manufacturing syn- 
thetic ammonia at high pressures. 
The Casale process is reported to 
operate at a pressure of 9,000 to 
12,000 Ibs. per square inch. 

The bill of complaint asks for 
a permanent injunction restrain- 
ing the defendants from infringing, 
and also, seeks an accounting for 
profits and damages due to in- 
fringement.

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Chemical Exports and Imports Larger 








Foreign Trade Growing with 23 Per Cent Increase in Shipments Abroad 
During November—Sulfur Trade Irregular, But November Exports 
Exceed any Month of 1926—Imports of Coal Tar Products Only 
Slightly Higher in Value Than Exports—Large Shipments of Alum- 


inum Sulfate. 


(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 4—No- 
vember exports of $11,039,000 of 
chemicals and allied products ex- 
ceeded the imports of $10,259,000 by 
nearly $800,000, representing in- 
creases of 23 per cent for the ex- 
ports and 7 per cent for the im- 
ports compared with November a 
year ago. Foreign sales of coal- 
tar products amounting to $1,534,- 
000 were favorable and were the 
highest for the year. This is in 
sharp contrast to those made in 
November, 1925, when shipments 
were unusually low. Owing to the 
urgent demand on the part of some 
European countries, American con- 
cerns heeded the requests for 
crudes sending the exports up 
somewhat especially coal-tar pitch, 
to $126,000 (25,000 barrels) and 
benzol $671,000 (17,000,000 
pounds). Exports of dyes were also 
a little above the average. With the 
exception of the month of March 
they were the highest for the year, 
and equalled $612,000 (2,672,000 
pounds). There was no particular 
change in imports of coal-tar pro- 
ducts, which were only slightly 
higher in value than the exports, 
and amounted to $1,596,000. Creo- 
sote oil continued to be the bulk 
commodity with $919,000 (6,276,000 
gallois) entering the United States 
during the month The $505,000 
(455,600 pounds) of dyes coming 
in were somewhat less than those 
going out of the country. 

Trade in sulfur has been de- 
cidedly irregular with larger ship- 
ments one month and smaller ones 
the next. The 74,000 tons valued 
at $1,421,000 sent out in November 
far exceeded those of any other 
month. 

The industrial ;chemical group 
stands out prominently as the most 
interesting of the groups during 
the month of November, largely 
on account of the extraordinary 
large shipments of aluminum sul- 
fate, when over 16,000,000 Ibs. 
were sent to Java and Madura, 
alone, and 4,000,000 Ibs. to Canada. 
The total exports of aluminum sul- 
fate amounted to 20,500,000 Ibs., 
valued at $420,000. Exports of the 
entire group of industrial chemicals 
during the month of November, 
aggregated $3,123,000 one quarter 
more than November, 1924. An- 
othey contributing cause of the 
high values for the total group was 


the size of the shipments of sodas 
and sodium compounds, disinfect- 
ants, insecticides, fungicides, and 
acetate of lime. This last commod- 
ity showed a tendency towards re- 
covery as shipments were way 
above those for any other month 
,of the current year although under 
previous November figure. Exports 
of sodas equalled $800,000 (30,300,- 
0O0U pounds). Improvements were 
evident in borax, $175,000 (5,000,000 
pounds), bichromate and chromate, 
$82,000 (1,300,000 pounds), and 
caustic soda, $200,000 (7,000,000 
pounds). 

After the high figure reached in 
October, 1926, imports of iindus- 
trial chemicals fell back somewhat 
during November, although they 
were one third more than in No- 
vember last year, and equalled $2,- 
300,000, almost $1,000,000 less than 
the exports. In many of the im- 
port commodities there was a 
downward tendency. Glycerin 
which has been coming in in large 
amounts was down again to less 
than $400,000 (2,000,000 pounds), 
while another interesting commod- 
ity showing the development of 
the domestic industry was citrate 
of lime, none having been imported 
since August. 

Imports of ammonium chloride, 
$94,000 (2,600,000 pounds), calcium 
carbide, $118,000 (3,000,000 
pounds), and sodium cyanide, $281,- 
000 (2,116,000 pounds) were high. 

Exports of pigments, paints, and 
varnishes were valued at $1,700,000. 
Imports were far behind as usual, 
$327,000. Zinc oxide and lithopone 
were slightly better with 2,500,000 
pounds, valued at $163,000 for the 
former and 600,000 pounds, valued 
at $30,000, for lithopone. Carbon 
black reached the peak of the year 
with nearly $400,000 (4,700,000 
pounds) for November. The varn- 
ish trade was favorable with 53,- 
000 gallons of oil varnishes valued 
at $110,000 and 49,000 gallons of 
other varnishes valued at $100,000 
shipped abroad. Whereas the ex- 
ports of fertilizers and fertilizer 
materials equalling $1,250,000 (74,- 
000 tans) were 11 per cent more 
than in November, 1925, the im- 
ports of $4,959,000 (164,000 tons) 


were 13 per cent less. After the 
high figures of the preceding 
months; ammoniunj sulfate ex- 


ports fell back to 8,500 tons, worth 
$414,000. Shipments of phosphate

rock rose in quantities from 45,000 
tons in November, 1925, to 51,500 
tons in November, 1926, but de- 
clined in values from $341,000 to 
$318,000. The biggest change of 
the group occurred in the “other 
fertilizer” class with 11,200 tons 
valued at $451,000 sent abroad. 

A year ago both calcium cyana- 
mide and sodium nitrate were com- 
ing in in large amounts. In com- 
parison the receipts in November 
last were small although striking 
the average for the last few months, 
figures being $330,000 (7,000 tons) 
for cyanamide, and $2,400,000 (51,- 
500 tons) for nitrate. Potash fer- 
tilizer materials have been rather 
large but the commodity recording 
the greatest change was “all other 
potash fertilizer” with receipts of 
9,100 tons, valued at $108,000. 

Dynamite continued to account 
for the largest share of the ex- 
plosives shipped abroad, nearly 
$300,000 (2,000,000 pounds) out of 
a total of $417,000 worth, having 
been exported in November, 1926.

the money, premiums or other 
forms of gratuity is surreptitious 
and for the personal benefit of 
the person placing such order. And 
we hereby further register our op- 
position to the practice of giving 
away of so-called advertising spe- 
cialties bearing the donor’s name 
or imprint costing more than $2 
each. 

The Federal Trade Commission 
is opposed to giving premiums or 
gratuities under any circumstances.

With the New Year and the con- 
sequent passing of the active con- 
tract period, makers of industrial 
chemicals are decidedly firm in 
prices. The spot caustic market is 
none too steady, however, and 
some makers openly admit that it 
is practically impossible to obtain 
any premium over announced con- 
tract prices for spot business. The 
ammonia market remains in the 
sharp competitive condition that 
has prevailed for the past two 
months and no immediate recovery 
is in sight. Copper sulfate is firmer 
on renewed demand. Barium pro- 
ducts remain steady. Alcohol pro- 
ducers are quoting at the advance 
of 2c. gal. effective the first of the 
year, and no serious deflections 
in prices are apparent. Methanol 
makers are quoting firm unchanged 
prices under a steady demand for 
all production. 

Makers of tin salts have re- 
duced their prices following the de- 
cline in the metal market. 

Benzene continues in a very 
weak state. Prices of 23c. gal. 
are being done regularly although 
some factors still name an open 
price of 24c.: gal. The market is 
far from firm at 23c., and 22c. is 
stated to have been done on sev- 
eral occasions. Toluene remains the 
outstanding firm light oil distil- 
late, and all factors report an ac- 
tive demand for all production. 
Solvent naphtha and xylene are 
firm and unchanged due to the 
fact that production of these items 
is comparatively small and easily 
controlled. Demand for xylene is 
reported to be increasing due to 
the limited supplies) ‘of toluene. 
Phenol is steady in price but quiet. 
Pyridine is neglected. Naphtha- 
lene is firm as factors are closing 
contracts for Spring delivery. 

Intermediate prices are gener- 
ally unchanged and steady. Mak- 
ers of meta-nitro-para-toluidine

MAY RAISE POTASH PRICES 

National Potash Council, Ger- 
many, has decided to raise potash 
prices by an average of 9% per 
cent, says a Berlin cablegram. No 
reasons have been officially assign- 
ed for this decision, which was 
voted unanimously, but with rep- 
resentatives of the workers abstain- 
ing from voting. 

It is understood that higher pri- 
ces were based on increased cost 
of production due to a recent 3 to 
4 per cent advance in wages; also 
to heavier interest charges on the 
industry’s foreign debts, notably 
its English loan. The National 
Council last summer tried to put 
through a price increase of 12 per 
cent., but it was promptly vetoed 
by the German Ministeh of Com- 
merce. Whether he will approve 
of the present move is not known. 
Inf business circles it is hoped he 
will do so, since the proposed pri- 
ces are so arranged as to burden 
German consumers of fertilizers 
far less heavily than foreign pur- 
chasers. 

French and German representa- 
tives of potash interests have 
reached an agreement by which 


Germany will supply 70 per cent 
of potash for foreign markets and 
France 30 per cent up to 840,000 
tons, then fifty-fifty.

Allied Chemical’s Use of Huge Surplus 


Establishment of $6. Annual Basis Believed Preliminary to Capitalization 
of Reserves—Why Bankers Became Interested in Company During 
1926—Action Expected Before Next Common Dividend Is Declared. 


Allied Chemical & Dye Corp.’s 
action in placing the common stock 
on a $6. annual basis is believed to 
have been done in preparation for 
capitalizing a portion of the com- 
pany’s surplus. It is pointed out 
by “Wall Street News” that a 
stock dividend of from 40 to 50% 
on the company’s common stock 
prior to the advance in the divi- 
dend rate to $6 a share would not 
bring the rate of disbursement to 
a figure in fair proportion to the 
company’s net earnings but such 
a stock distribution which would 
entail the maintenance of the pres- 
ent dividend rate would adequately 
compensate holders for their pa- 
tience. A stock dividend of 50% 
with the former basis of dividends 
in force would only increase cash 
disbursements to the equivalent of 
$6 a share on the present stock. 

The cash rate has, however, been 
advanced to $6 a share annually 
and the declaration of a 50% stock 
dividend would give present stock- 
holders an annual return equivalent 
to $9 a share on the present stock, 


providing the current rate of dis- 
bursement is maintained. Having 
amply provided reserves which ap- 
pear to cover all contingencies and 
with earnings showing a consist- 
ent upward trend, it appears logical 
to assume that stockholders will 
be given some tangible evidence of 
the huge assets that Allied has ac- 
cumulated. 

The company’s balance sheet 
presents a most attractive appear- 
ance but in the event that a larger 
surplus was needed, there is no 
doubt that a higher valuation could 
be given to many of the investment 
items without even apptroaching 
the true worth of the holdings. Im- 
portant banking interests that as- 
sumed very substantial interests in 
Allied during the summer months 
were probably first attracted to 
the company through their knowl- 
edge of what was in store for Al- 
lied in the way of additional dis- 
tributions on its diversified hold- 
ings and they argue that similar 
action will eventually be taken by 
the Allied board.
